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CHAIRMAN WILSON REPORTS ON 
ALEPPO SHRINE CIRCUS 


Ove 4th Annual Aleppo Shrine Circus 
at the Boston Garden is now history, 
and I share our Potentate’s deep gratitude 
for most loyal support by Aleppo’s 
membership. 

My only regret is that more of our 
Nobles, with their own families, could not 
have personally experienced the thrill of 
children’s smiles and their excited, en- 
thralled laughter at some matinee per- 
formance. 

Both our Potentate, and the Chairman 
of your Committee, have been glad to 
receive every word of construction and 
helpful criticism or suggestion. Now and 
then the letters,—all forwarded in a 
spirit of co-operation, — do disclose a few 
natural misconceptions as the actual 
mechanics of this annual promotion. One 
Noble, for example, writes: “I return 
herewith six circus tickets and my check 
for $7.50, having previously returned bal- 
ance of tickets for you to give away to 
children. Last evening I attended the 
circus which was a fine show, but where 
was the crowd? Frankly, I think it may 
be a mistake for the Shrine to underwrite 
a circus, or any other big show, for an 
entire week at the enormous expense in- 
volved, —if we have a huge surplus in 
the treasury to dispose of, why not reduce 
the dues or reduce the initiation fee again 
to $50.00. I sincerely hope you have a 
banner audience the rest of the week and 
wish you the best of luck.” 

As a matter of fact the circus contract, 
we are proud to assure the Nobility, is as 
near perfect as the best of care can make it, 
for by its terms no bills whatever are 
guaranteed or underwritten by Aleppo 
Temple. National Producing Company 
(Hamid-Morton Co.) specifically assumes, 
without exception, any expenses not 
covered by receipts. But the finest pro- 
tection of all, in the final analysis, has 
been the fact, that in Noble Robert 
Morton, we have been dealing with a real 
Shriner, and an outstanding circus man, 
who has each year consistently produced 
circus acts, far exceeding in number and 


quality, the strict terms of the contract. 
Thus, Aleppo Temple in no way finan- 
cially guarantees the circus; our only 
guarantee is that sponsorship by Aleppo 
assures only the best! 

You are again urged, however, to make 
prompt returns on tickets; the U. S. Govern- 
ment tax has doubled to 20%. The circus 
production does involve a very substantial 
expense, assuring the very best in enter- 
tainment. No group, presenting the show 
solely for big financial profit, could possibly 
afford to offer entertainment of this quality 
at prices within the range of all. Due to 
the spirit of Aleppo, and generous support 
by local business concerns, we are able to 
do it because of a three fold purpose. 

First of all, during these past four 
seasons, we feel we have made the Masons 
of Massachusetts, and the public gen- 
erally, pleasantly conscious of the fact that 
the fourth largest Shrine Temple in North 
America is not only located in Boston, but 
is an active and worthwhile factor in the 
community. Each year, through your 
generosity, thousands of tickets have been 
made available, without charge, to the 
poor and underprivileged children of 
Metropolitan Boston. And this is no 
mere gesture, because newspaper an- 
nouncements to that effect are supple- 
mented by cordial letters of invitation to 
those in charge of each of the homes and 
institutions named by Welfare and Church 
authorities in response to our requests for 
such lists. Thus, scores of little groups of 
eager children converge on the Boston 
Garden each year, during Shrine Circus 
week, as our guests, from every nook and 
section of our Community, irrespective of 
creed, race or color. 

Also, of course, all service men in uni- 
form, have been Aleppo’s guests, — in- 
cluding several hundred wounded veterans 
from the Cushing General Hospital, and 
Chelsea Naval Hospital. 

Finally, in all fairness, we also have 
realized from our efforts a reasonable 
measure of financial reward. Besides the 
purchase of over 200 brand new outfits 
for our uniformed units, to replace equip- 
men over 20 year’s old and no longer fit 
for use, the Temple, also entirely out of the 
net proceeds of our Shrine Circus, has 
already received a clear $14,700.00 in cash, 
to which this year’s return will be added. 
In addition, the entire proceeds from the 
sale of all programs in 1942 we donated 
to the Army & Navy Relief Societies; 
and annual donations have been made 
both to the Hot Food Fund for the poorer 
school children of Boston and to the K. 
of P. summer camps for children of the 
poor. 

Likewise, these past three years, we 
have successively presented to the Frank- 
lin Park Zoo, incident to our publicity, a 
camel named “Jeep” a chimpanzee named 
“Bondie,” and an African eland named 
“Congo,” —in animal naming contests 
sponsored for the school children of New 
England, with War Bonds and War 
Stamps as prizes. 

This year, due to circumstances obvi- 
ously beyond our control, the attendance, 
especially at our earlier performances, was 
below expectations. But the capacity 
audiences attending our two closing 
matinees necessitated half hour delays in 
starting each performance rather than to 
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disappoint later crowds still at the ticket 
windows! The special postcard warning 
sent out in advance to our own members 
doubtless prevented even worse last 
minute congestion. 

This year, a three hour show of the 
highest quality more than repaid those 
who found it possible to attend. Trained 
elephants, tigers, bears, dogs, ponies, 
seals and chimpanzees; startling aerial and 
acrobatic acts; and thrilling features, all 
combined to make our 1944 show the best 
yet. 

But the biggest thrill is always the joy 
of the children, which many were for- 
tunate enough to witness at one or more 
afternoon shows. I suppose it’s con- 
ceivable that some of us may never be 
privileged to look on the face of God. 
But the nearest thing to it, on this earth, 
is the enthralled ecstasy on the face of a 
happy child at the circus. If you haven’t 
seen it at some performance of our Shrine 
Circus during these past four years, you’ve 
missed one of the biggest and most wonder- 
ful thrills of life. 

But to those Nobles who made it all 
possible, — a thousand thanks.

Shrine Circus Presents Rare Animal to 


Franklin Park Zoo 


South African Eland Named ‘*Congo”’ by School Children 


HE 4th annual Aleppo Shrine Circus 

will live in the memory of the school 
children of Boston for many years to come 
as it is through this circus that Franklin 
Park Zoo received the gift of a South 
African Eland which was named in the 
contest participated in by the school 
children of Boston and vicinity. 

The appropriate name chosen by the 
Contest Committee was ‘Congo,” sub- 
mitted by 13 year old Nancy Gildea of 
Jamaica Plain. 

“Congo” did not arrive in time to be 
exhibited at the circus in Boston Garden, 
however, this strange and rare animal has 
since moved into it’s new home at Frank- 
lin Park where it was greeted on it’s 
arrival by Boston’s Mayor, Maurice J. 
Tobin and Judge Robert Gardiner Wilson, 
Jr., Chairman of the Shrine Circus. 
Curator, Dan Harkins of the Zoo, says 
that the eland is an exceptional animal 
and he hopes that many of the children 
and their folks will visit this new addition 
at Franklin Park. 

Miss Gildea, winner of the contest re- 
ceived a $25.00 War Bond for suggesting 
the name of “Congo” and for her ac- 
companying letter on “Why the Zoo 
Should Have an Eland.” 

The second prize of a $10.00 War 
Stamp, was won by Robert H. McLaugh- 
lin, Jr., age 13, of Belmont, who submitted 
the name “Fez”; and the third prize of a 
$10.00 War Stamp was won by Richard 
Ray, age 14 of Middleboro, who sub- 
mitted the name “Big Top.”

THE |SHRINE CODE 


THE Shriner’s code requires him to 
realize that his iniation is never com- 
plete. Whatever may be his years and 
dignities, in this respect he stands as a 
perpetual novice. Without asense of humor 
sufficient to include his own immediate and 
present misfortunes, he is not of the Shrine 
elect. 


He should always wear displayed the 
emblem of the Order, and he should always 
recognize it when worn by other men. 
There should be no formalities of introduc- 
tion between Shriners. 


The Fez is his hall mark. He must wear 
it on occasions in which the Shrine as a 
body joins. He should not remove his Fez 
indoor nor in salutation. He must be very 
certain not to wear it in any place where 
he could not willingly take his wife or 
daughter, or be seen by them. 


He is at home in any Temple, anywhere, 
and at any time. His privileges are equal 
to those of immediate membership; in fact, 
they are greater, and for that reason not 
to be abused. 


He must realize that vulgarity and 
honor have little in common, and his code 
teaches him that he may be witty and still 
preserve his self-respect. 


He is never to forget that while his 
Order is not a branch of the great Masonic 
profession, he himself is a part, and, how- 
ever, humble that part, it is within his 
power by misconduct to bring reproach 
upon that which is akin to the holy. He is 
also to remember that in the eyes of the 
profane, the Shrine is Masonry. Distine- 
tions and differences, to him a matter of 
course, are to others unknown. 


To him the emblem of the Shrine worn 
by a woman places her under his special 
care and protection, nor may he avoid the 
responsibility. Its presence does not li- 
cense him to speak, but it does compel a 
constant watchfulness over her safety and 
comfort. He knows it to be the proud 
boast of the Order that a woman wearing 
this insignia may travel alone from the 
Atlantie to the Pacific free from insult and 
annoyance, and yet never beyond a silent, 
unseen, constant ward and guard.
